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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,4,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Behlmann et al. (4,978,023). Behlmann et al. disclose the limitations of the claims 
including a multi-layered container (figs. 1-6) comprising a cover (30), first locking 
projections (70), a plurality of container bodies (28), locking flaps (26, from a top 
surface, a portion extending radially inward) rotated between locked (locking flap 
portion) and unlocked (cut-out portion) positions, locking hole (26, recessed area made 
to receive first locking projections), intermediate lid (42), plate-shaped part (44), 
coupling part/slot (64), coupling flanges with second/third locking projections (62) being 
locked to the locking flaps of a neighboring container body (fig. 2), guide rail (26, sides 
of cut-out portion made to receive projection 70), packing (56), second locking 
projections (62, on a bottom portion of said container bodies), wherein second and third 
locking projections are locked to the same locking flap (fig. 2, third locking projection not 
shown but present, see col. 2, line 50). Note, second and third locking projections are 
locked to the same locking flap (26), present in two separate locations, the intermediate 
lid and a container body. It should also be noted that the bottom edge of the 
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intermediate lid (42) is the same as the bottom of container body (28), see col. 2, line 
50. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
